New York, Feb. 22 (AP)—Baseball 
still Is dead set against asking 
favors from tile army draft. 
A report that Hank Greenberg 
of the Detroit Tigers is seeking oc­ 
cupational deferment has been de­ 
clared unfounded and executives of 
Detroit and other clubs in the big 
leagues reiterated today their pol­ 
icy of letting the axe of selective 
service fall where it may. 
Connie Mack, pilot of the Ath­ 
letics. exemplified the attitude of 
the major league magnates when 
he told the Associated Press: 
"Under no circumstances would 
we ask for a deferment. If we lose 
a man we lose him. that’s all.” 
Jack Zeller, general manager of 
the Tigers, said he had been in­ 
structed long ago by President Wal­ 
ter O. Briggs that the Detroit club 
was to "let the draft problem take 
its course without any suggestion 
from us.” 
Harry Grabinger, executive vice 
president of the Chicago White Sox,

a right to decide for itself, but the 
Yankees will take their medicine 
when they have to.”

U.S. Plans Recreation 
Centers for Soldiers 


Washington, Feb. 22 (AP)—The 
adm inis tra^ion probably w*iQ ask 
congress soon for about $225,000,000, 
it was learned today, to construct 
recreation centers for soldiers and 
sailors stationed near small com­ 
munities unable to 
provide 
such 
facilities. 
The money would be spent under 
the direction of Paul V. McNutt, 
defense coordinator of health and 
welfare, but plans for the operation 
of the centers were understood to 
be still in the formative stages. 
McNutt declined to discuss 
the 
subject 
of 
government-financed 
recreation centers but he said that 
plans were being 
formulated 
for 
construction of similar 
facilities 
with private funds. 
It was said in other authoritative 
quarters, however, that the 
need 
for such places was greatest in very 
small towns adjacent to large can­ 
tonments and 
that 
such 
towns 
would be unable to provide them. 
For that reason, it was said, an ap­ 
propriation would be sought to take 
care of such cases, although 
the 
government 
probably 
would 
not 
build any recreation center in any 
community large enough to provide 
its own. 
McNutt said that his organization 
was attempting to solve the prob­ 
lem of soldiers’ recreation and wel­ 
fare both by providing wholesome 
amusement and by combining vice 
and immoral conditions in the vi­ 
cinity of camps. 
Although McNutt expressed con­ 
cern over the vice problem he indi­ 
cated that he believed its magni­ 
tude had been exaggerated.

Lamb wanted friends. He was 
never happier than when surround­ 
ed by them, so that he was never 
quite Charles Lamb, solitary, but

Harrisburg, 
Feb. 22—A study of 
Pennsylvania taxes over a 16-year 
span 
was completed by the joint 
state government commission 
and 
will be submitted to the legislature 
probably next Monday. 
The commission worked two years 
on the taxation problem. 
This is 
the last of a series of reports on its 
fact-finding work. 
Previously, 
it 
submitted to the assembly studies 
of unemployment compensation and 
relief. 
The report contains some recom­ 
mendations for ‘‘streamlining" the 
setup, he added, declining however 
to divulge the commission’s views 
on the subject before the full legis­ 
lative body receives the study. 
The commissioners’ terms actual­ 
ly expired Feb. 
I 
and 
the 
new 
group has not yet been organized, 
though a bill to continue it with an 
appropriation of probably $50,000 is 
before the legislature. 
Under the old organization plan. 
the 
commission is dominated 
by 
whichever party holds the majority 
in the house—now the democrats. 
The bill to continue it however now 
is drawn so that the senate, repub­ 
lican-controlled, would have equal 
representation with the house. 
The house democrats have served 
notice they intend to hold control 
of the commission.

DEDUCTION FOR DEPRECIATION 
The Internal Revenue Code pro­ 
vides for “a reasonable allowance 
for the exhaustion, wear and tear of 
property used in the trade or busi­ 
ness. including a reasonable allow­ 
ance for obsolescence." 
For con­ 
venience. such allowance usually is 
referred to as depreciation. 
In claiming a deduction for de­ 
preciation several fundamental prin­ 
ciples must be observed. The de­ 
duction must be confined to prop­ 
erty actually used in a trade, busi­ 
ness, or profession, and to improve­ 
ments on real property, other than 
property used by the taxpayer as 
his personal residence. In general, 
it applies to the taxpayer’s capital 
assets—buildings, machinery, etc.— 
the cast of which cannot be de­ 
ducted as a business expense 
A lawyer, doctor, or other profes­ 
sional man may not charge off as a 
current expense the cost of a li­ 
brary used wholly in his profession, 
this being a capital expenditure and 
the library a capital asset; but he 
may deduct an allowance for de­ 
preciation based upon the useful life 
of the library. If part of a profes­ 
sional m an’s residence is used by 
him for office purposes, a propor- 
tionute amount of the depreciation 
sustained may be deducted, based 
generally on the ratio of the number 
of rooms used for such purjxjses to 
the total number of rooms in tile 
building. The same principle ap­ 
plies if a taxpayer rents to others 
a portion of his residence. Under 
such conditions, however, the tax­ 
payer must include in his gross in­ 
come the rentals received. 


Baltimoreans were playing a new 
game several days this week, re­ 
lates a story in The Sun. 
By the dozens they were sending 
crank notes to Hitler & Co., in Ber­ 
lin via RGA Radiograms — and all 
at Hitler's expense. 
During the afternoon increasing 
numbers of messages — nearly every 
one either sarcastic or a gag — were 
telephoned or sent to the local RCA 
office for dispatch at the rate of 
$2.52 each 
By night the total bill 
amounted to well over $250. 
The actual texts of the messages 
were not disclosed by the local office, 
but in several instances the senders 
made copies available to The Sun. 
Typical among them was this one: 
“Could you arrange unlimited time 
for Hitler to talk himself to death 
on any subject he chooses?” 
The original rules for the game 
were drafted in Berlin. 
According 
to Berlin’s short-wave radio, anyone 
in the United States who had a sug­ 
gestion for future broadcasts from 
Germany could send it to Germany, 
and the receiver would pay the toll 
costs. 
To pay for the messages, an 
agency was established in New York 
wdth the registered name “Arner- 
adio. Berlin.” FICA Communications 
sent the rules to its branch offices. 
Hourly the number of calls in­ 
creased, most of them requesting 
such broadcast events as Hitler’s 
funeral, or Goering’s beheading or 
uncensored talks from concentration 
camps. Some wanted to hear pro­ 
grams of German music by Jewish 
composers (such as Mendelssohn). 
Some suggested the broadcast of a 
chopping block in action — with the 
names of various nazi leaders on the 
receiving end. 
Other suggestions were for bomb­ 
ing raids over Germany and for the 
broadcast o f the complete collapse 
of the nazis.
